Zoning regs studied 


Zoning problems came up 
three times during the Belle 
Glade City Commission 
meeting Monday night but 
nothing was resolved and 
City Manager Robert 
Sanders, who had just come 
'on the job that day, said he 
will probably be proposing 
changes їп the city's zoning 
ordinances in the near 
future. 

The first proposal to come 
before the commission was a 
request to annex property 
on the west side of SR715, 
owned by George Goforth, 


and zone it for liberal 
business. 
Enough opposition was 


generated on that request to 
cause a split vote among 
the four commissioners at 
the meeting, and a decision 
to wait until the full 
commission was available. 
‘The other problem came up 
in a move by Commissioner 
Tom Altman to grant 
sewage hookups to 26 lots 
in Alma Subdivision, a 
development being made by 
Belle Glade developer Roe 
Steele. 

That proposition 
when Altman couldn't get a 
second and Commissioner 
Aubrey Farmer said he was 
unwilling to grant more 
than six connections ‘before 
the utilities in the sub- 
division had been approved 
by the city and the county. 
health department.

With plans moving along to install a three phase 
garbage and trash disposal system in the Glades,

"We were all looking with 
some apprehension at this 
initiative statute which was 
placed on the ballot by 
United Farm Workers’ 
(UFW) leader Cesar Chavez 
and his supporters, Had 
this initiative statute been 
successfully passed, it would 


have given impetus to 
organizational activities in 
Florida by Chavez," said 


Welter J, Kautz, president 
of Florida’ Farm Bureau 
Federation (FFBF). "It's 
very pleasing to us that it 
was defeated by such a wide 
margin," he said.

Proposition 14, killed by a 
two to one vote, would have 
written into the Consti 
tution the right of union

"Besides the invasion of 
private property, another 
big problem with Pro 
position 14 was that it 
would have provided for 
open ended funding of the 
state's Agriculture Labor 
Relations Board (ALRB)," 
said Kautz, “Legislators 
would have been forced to 
provide funds for ALRB, 
whether they felt it de 
served funds or not. The 
taxpayers of California 
simply did not want that 
kind of funding for any 
project."
